Injury to Baby Teeth 
Can Delay Permanents 


DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


When my grandson was 16 
months old, he fell in the 
bathtub and hit his four up- 
per front baby teeth. They 
turned black and got sore. 
Our dentist put him to sleep 
and pulled them out. He's 10 
now and still doesn't have 
any front teeth. Will he ever 
cut any more teeth? 


A N S W E R : 
Unless tbe 


tooth buds lying above tbe 
injured 
teeth 
were dam- 


aged, the permanent teeth 
should have erupted accord- 
ing to s c h e d u 1 e—about 6 
years of age, or within "nor- 
mal limits." 


S i n c e your grandchild's 


permanent front teeth have 
not yet erupted at age 10, it's 
possible something is wrong. 
Clinical and X-ray examina- 
tion should be made to deter- 
mine what position the teeth 
are in, or, indeed, if they arc 
in at all. 


If teeth visualized in the X 


ray are in proper place in 
the gums, they may 
still 


erupt naturally. But, depend- 
ing on the general physical 
development of the child, at 
age 10 not much more time 
should be allowed to pass 
before eruption should be 
stimulated by a r t i f i c i a l 
means.

termined only after complete 
examination" anJ evaluation 
by your dentist.

non Byron Nelson observes trom time to 
time, so you can take it for what it's worth: 


(Hint: To anyone connected with golf, 


anything Byron Nelson observes is worth 
plenty.) 


Out of the underbrush every 10 years or 


sc tromp three or four or five rabriils who. 
before his astute eyes, transform them- 
selves into crowned princes of the profes- 
sional golf tour. 


Fairy talc? Hardly. 
"It's an odd thing," says Nelson, one of 


golf's all-time greats. "If you notice, they 
always come in groups, ft won't ever be 
just one man. It's always three or four 
or five." 


Nelson, obviously, has reference to the 


fellows who came from anonymity last 
year to challenge the Caspers, Nieklauses 
and Palmers for PGA gold. 


Rookies 
and 
near-rookies 
like 
Rob 


Murphy. Bob Lunn. Bob Dickson, B. R. 
i Mac* McLendon and Marty Fleckman 
now draw high praise from this man 
known as one of golf's outstanding teach- 
ers. 


From this group. Nelson says, may come 


the sport's next so-called "Big Three " 


"Jones. Hagen and Sarazen all came" 


along at the same time," he said. "Then 
there was Hogan. Snead and myself. Now 
there's Palmer. N i c k 1 a u s. Player 
and 


Casper. 


"No one man can dominate this game 


but you'll always find that there'll be this 
one small group that will predominate." 


Here, then, is Nelson's look at each 


member of his potential "small group": 


• Murphy, who won $105,845 and two 


tournaments, 'did better than I expected 
him to 
His swing is not that impressive, 


but he has two things that really go for 
him. 
One, he hits a fading drive that 


stays in play and. two, he's an excellent 
putter—one of the best out there. 
They 


say that's all you have to do to win otit 


there—drive and putt— and he's proved it. 


However, he did most of his winning 


in a three-week period. I don't think he 
has the potential to be a winner over a 
longer period of time." 


• Lunn, who won $102,711 and back-to- 


back tournaments, "has proved to be a 
very consistent p I a y e r. 
He has very 


sound mechanical movements. His swing 
is very repcafable and he appears to have 
an excellent future." 


• Dickson, who won $46,457 and a tour- 


nament, "knows his own ability. It ap- 
pears he plays within himself and good 
discipline is important. Here's a man with 
an excellent golf swing but he had a prob- 
lem: 
He hooked the ball too much. I'd 


have to rate him very high." 


• McLendon, who won $40,465 and a 


tournament, 'has a reasonable short back- 
swing and docs rather well with it. He has 
worked a loop into his swing but it hasn't 
bothered him 
He's a very fine golfer." 


• Fleckman. who won only $27,570 and 


no tournaments, is still Nelson's favorite 
pupil. 
"Marty still has problems about 


making up his mind about which way he's 
going to play. You can't get out there and 
change your mind about your game. He's 
got to make a decision and put all the 
other ways out of his mind. 


"Marty has great potential. He has 


the length, drive and desire to make a 
great player. He was third in distance off 
the tee, bul he'll have to learn to keep 
the ball in the fairway. He hit only 52 
per cent of his fairways, which is not 
good." 


Other established young players' like 


Tom Weiskopf and To'ny Jacklin, also are 
candidates for future domination of the 
game, Nelson said. 


"It's hard to say who they (the next 


"Big Three") will be," he pointed out. 
"That's the difference between my era and 
this one. The quality of the top players 
when I played was just as good as it is 
now. 
We just didn't have so many good 


ones."

On his way down, 
he took the basket with him, 
tearing it off the glass back- 
board. The game, with six 
minutes left, was ended pre- 
maturely. Detroit, ahead at 
the time, got the victory and 
a bill for $300 for a new glass 
backboard. 


That was S p e n c e r Hay- 


wood's debut. 


Unusual? Not really. Not 


for Spencer Haywood. He is 
not the 
usual 
sophomore. 


The naivete usually found in 
first-year players is not evi- 
dent in 6-foot-8, 225-pound 
Spencer Heywood. He's wise 
to the world, man. He's been 
around. 


He left his large 
family 


and hometown of Silver City, 
Miss., when he was 15 to 
seek his f o r t u n e on the 
streets of Detroit. He caught 
the eye of Pershing High 
School Coach Will Robinson 
in a sandlot game and Rob- 
inson found a foster home 
lor him.

nment and how. It is a non-part- 
isan organization even though it 
is working in the field of poli- 
tics. While the League supports 
no political party or candidate 
and opposes none, its members 
are encouraged to study Issues 
and candidates and to make a 
choice. The only exception is 
when a League member becomes 
an officer or otherwise repre- 
sents the League in the public 
eye; then, she must remain non- 
partisan. 


A member of the League of 


Women Voters is well-Informed 
on a great variety of public Is- 
sues as the result of local, state, 
and national publications. She 
studies such diverse topics as 
U.S. 
foreign trade agreements, 


water pollution, the state's tax 
structure, or the municipal zon- 
ing ordinances. 


The 
first 
opportunity 
to 


actively enjoy the League is us- 
ually 
in the form of a "unit 


meeting," a small group of wo- 
men who meet for a couple of 
hours to discuss one of the cur- 
rent League topics. This might 
be anything from local traffic 
problems to the question admitt- 
ing Red China to the United Na- 
tions. 


Members who have been re- 


searching the topic will supply 
the background material, and 
someone in charge of the dis- 
cussion will ask relevent ques- 
tions and see that everyone has 
a chance to participate. The 
League has many experts, but 
the answers it is looking for 
are citizens answers. Though 
many of the topics seem com- 
plex or beyond the concern of the 
average person or something 
about which we can 
do nothing, 


in the League it is soon dis- 
covered that everyone can do 
something about the governmen- 
tal decisions which affect our 
country and our lives.

dent Nixon hopes to start send- 
ing "a significant legislative 
program" to Congress within 
several weeks, according to the 
President's newly named chief 
White House staff member. 


The statement from Arthur F. 


Burns gave added substance to 
other indications that Nixon In- 
tends to present the Democratic 
91st Congress with an ambitious 
legislative program as soon as 
possible, perhaps by March. 


Burns, 
an 
economist 
and 


"longtime friend and trusted ad- 
visor" was named by Nixon 
Thursday as councilor to the 
President with cabinet rank, the 
only White House staff member 
with that status. 


Burns, whose chief responsi- 


bility will be development of 
domestic policies and programs, 
said he already has submitted 
two reports to Nixon on poten- 
tial legislative proposals or ex- 
ecutive actions. 


A decision yet to be reached Is 


how and exactly when Nixon 
will make his legislative propos- 
als. If the president decides on 
a special State of the Union 
message it probably will come 
within 30 or 40 days, Burns said. 


The alternative 
would be a 


series of special messages. 


The other 
Indications that 


Nixon wants to get his proposals 
to Congress as soon as possible 
included his creation of nine 
special panels within the Coun- 
cil of Urban Affairs to submit 
recommendations 
on what he 


called "near term" Issues re- 
quiring quick action. 


In addition, Budget Director 


Robert P. Mayo has disclosed 
that 
the President will send 


t o C o n g r e s s recommended 
changes In the $195.3billionbud- 
get submitted by former Presi- 
dent Johnson. 


Another likely proposal will 


be a recommendation for at 
least a partial dismantling of 
the Office of Economic Oppor- 
tunity, the agency chiefly re- 
sponsible for the War on Pover- 
ty. 


Daniel P. Moynihan, Nixon's 


assistant for urban affairs, said 
"There clearly has arisenapre- 
disposition in favor of locating 
in e s t a b l i s h e d depart- 
ments those functions developed 
by the OEO which have proven 
successful." 


Nixon has also advised the 


Senate that he is pulling back 
all the nominations made by 
President Johnson at the end of 
his term and still pending. 
These include two ambassadors, 
five judges, 141 postmasters and 
several other federal appoint- 
ments. 


Burns, a 64-year-old white- 


haired economist from Colum- 
bia University, had been some- 
thing of a mystery since Nixon 
moved into the White House, at 
tending 
virtually 
every 
key 


meeting—until Thursday, a par • 
ticipant without a title. 


After Nixon announced his ap- 


point men t, Burns said the objec- 
tive of his job "Is to maintain 
a continuous inventory of plans 
for legislative and executive ac- 
tion." 


Klem said a "vigorous popu- 


lar movement Is developing" In 
South Vietnam which demands 
the overthrow of the present 
government of President Nguy- 
en Van Thleu and Vice Presi- 
dent Nguyen Cao Ky. 


He said this movement de- 


manded "the formation of a 
cabinet for the restoration of

States of not wanting "to re- 
nounce its aggressive aims In 
South Vietnam," while picturing 
the NLF of "sincerely" wanting 
peace "In Independence and 
freedom." 


As long as the United States 


"pursues its aggression against 
South Vietnam," he said, "the 
South 
Vietnamese 
population 


will continue the struggle." 
Civilian Gl 
Bill to Be 
Introduced

WASHINGTON (AP) — A pro- 


posal for a "civilian GI bill" to 
enable needy students to attend 
college will be Introduced in the 
91st Congress, 


Rep. Ogden R. Reid, R-N.Y., 


said he would draft the new leg- 
islation, which would Implement 
a report by the Carnegie Com- 
mission on Higher Education. 


"Any 
qualified student ought 


to have the chance for a higher 
education, 
including masters 


and doctors degrees if he de- 
cides to pursue them," Red 
said in an interview. 


The report, released last Dec, 


12, contains 22 recommenda- 
tions, including a massive pro- 
gram of direct grants to needy 
students, with federal matching 
grants, 
student loans, work 


study programs and doctoral 
fellowships. Extensive aid for 
medical training also is includ- 
ed. 


Although the report is viewed 


favorably by most congress- 
men, the chances of formal en* 
actment this year are almost 
nonexistent. 


A key member of the House 


Subcommittee on Education, Rep, 
Albert Quie, R-Minn., sajd, "I 
doubt if we're going to do any, 
thing about higher education 
this year," 


In an interview before be took 


office, Robert Finch, secretary 
of health, education and wel- 
fare, said he tad talked about it 
with President Nixon, "but not 
in any depth." 


He said some of the reports 


may be forged Into administra- 
tion proposals, "Fm generally 
in favor of the emphasis on 
medical and dental schools," 
Finch said, although he 
"Probably the areas of 
cern are lor elewta&ry 
second schools."
